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Construction Contract for Bridge 
Awarded by County Board Recently

Contract for the construc- 
:Ion of a new bridge across 
Domlnguez Channel at Wil- 
mington Ave. and 223rd St. 
was awarded by the County 
Board of Supervisors recent, 
ly to John Strona and Son 
Corp. of Pomona on its low 
bid of $579,223.50.

According to Supervisor 
Burton W. Chace, the low 
bid was more than 15 per 
cent under the engineers' 
estimates and represents a 
considerable savings to the 
taxpayers.

The project was designed 
by the Bridge Division of 
the Los Angeles County 
Road Department, and is 
bein^ financed jointly by the 
Roaci Department and the 
County Flood Control Dis­ 
trict \n conjunction with the 
District's Dominguez Chan- 
nol fcnprovement program. 
Tho r,ridge structure is ex- 
pecteVl to be completed in 
April, 1903.

Major construction part of 
this multiphase project will 
consist of building a rein­ 
forced concrete deck bridge 
incorporating steel girders 
with 84-foot wide roadways 
and two sidewalks on both 
Wilm^ngton Ave. and 223rd 
St. In addition, a portion of 
Dominguez Channel in the 
vicinity of the project will 
be constructed.

Another phase of the work 
will consist of the construc­ 
tion of pavement, curb and 
gutteii drainage facilities,
